Third army will resume its march to­ 
ward the Rhine, and thus another 
step toward 
the 
heart of Germany 
will he tak en. 
Today’s march was 
made without a hitch. 
The roads 
were frozen during the greater part 
of tiu1 day, and this made the walk ­ 
ing hard, but not so difficult as be­ 
fore. when mud and wire had to be 
negot iated. 
T he troops have now moved out 
of tli» ' shell-mark ed area where the 
roads were hastily and temp orarily 
repaired, and were relieved to iind 
the roads behind the lines in excel­ 
lent condition. 
Villages and towns along the line 
of march are peaceful, and only oc­ 
casionally buildings wreck ed by aer­ 
ial bombs give any trace of war. 
Deep silence broods everywhere, as 
the people have nearly all been mov­ 
ed out by the Germans, in some cit­ 
ies there being less than fifty inhab­ 
itants left.

A new day 
shines about us, in which our hearts tak e 
new courage and look forward with new 
hope to new and greater duties. 
“While we render thank s for these 


things, let us not forget to seek the divine 
guidance in the performance of those du­ 
ties and divine mercy and forgiveness for 
all errors of act or purpose, and pray that 
m all we do we shall strengthen the ties of 
friendship and mutual respect upon which 
we must assist to build the 
new structure of peace and 
good will among the nations.

SOLDIERS’ LETTERS 


With the U. S. Naval Forces 
Operating in European 
Waters. 
Oct. 20, 1918. 
Dear Folks; 
I have not written to you since we 
left England; in fact 
I 
don’t 
get 
time to write to anybody. 
When we landed here in France 
our regiment was sent to a place to 
get some more rations and then take 
trains from there to 
our 
present 
camp and 1 had no more than taken 
my pack off my back, and 
1 heard 
somebody yell “ Sadie.” 
I looked up 
and there was "Slats” coming over 
to me. He 
was 
all 
lit 
up 
with 
smiles. 
We had quite a talk and I, 
was with him, all day, as he is sta­ 
tioned there. 
He looks 
well 
and 
likes it fine. 
He gave me five francs 
of French money as I happened to 
be broke. 
He showed Art 
Martin, j 
Buck Lambert and 
myself 
several 
letters that he had just received from 
home, the first that he had received 
since being over here; he has been 
over something like three 
months. 
We left him about seven o’clock that 
night for this camp. 
We rode in » 
these French box cars 
which 
arei 
about as big as those they use in the; 
quarry of the cement 
plant. 
We 
rode for two days and two nights; 
and I will always say it was some 
trip. 
The towns we went through 
were all deserted, except for a few 
here and there. 
We certainly were 
glad to get out of England although 
it is a pretty place. 
1 did not like Its 
inhabitants and the camps that we 
were in were muddy as blazes, and 
as long as we were there we never 
saw the sunshine once. 
I am enclosing a slip of paper, so 
that if you want to send me a Christ­ 
mas box, you can paste this slip on 
the outside of it. 
It Is just the same 
as a shipping label and if you send 
anything be sure and paste it on 
so that it won’t come off. 
I must tell you what we are do­ 
ing here. 
We 
are 
drilling 
eight 
hours a day and it Is steady, too, 
and when w e’re not doing that, we 
are digging ditches to throw our gar­ 
bage in. 
They are about twenty-five 
feet deep.

I’ll beat

I hear from K’s once in 
a while. 
Tell Toot it won’t be any 
use to send me a pen. 
It might get 
lost, and I would rather write with 
a pencil anyway. 
I’m sending a slip

I’m not 
in need of anything and as long as I 
get mail I will be satisfied.

Toot she can send some pictures if 
she wants to. 
I can keep them and 
they will be good to look at once In 
a while. 
I get mail all right and 
only about a month late and that is 
pretty good time. 


We had a little entertainment the 
other night. 
A girl from New York 
with a harp, and a Y. M. C. A. man, 
who are going the rounds entertain­ 
ing the fellows, stopped here. 
We 
also have a band near that plays 
quite often so we are not so bad off. 
All we hope is that we are not mov­ 
ed any more this winter as we have 
a nice place all fixed up for cold 
weather. 
We have four small stove

and they sure feel good as it is 
quite chilly and damp here nights. 
Don’t know anything ejse just now 
so will close for this time, hoping 
this finds all of you well and feeling 
as well as I do.

'1 he co nference la :**<! fo r three days, and timing this tinm met with the 
execu tive co mmittee o f the fifty packing firms participating in fo reign o rders 
fo r po rk pro du cts and with the members o f the Fo o d Administratio n directing 
fo reign po rk pu rchases. 


The co nclu sio ns o f the co nference were as fo llo ws: 


The entire marketing situ atio n has pro du cer and the Insu rance o f an ade- 
ko changed since the September jo int 
co nference as to necessitate an entire 
alteratio n iu the plans o f price stabi­ 
lizatio n. 
The cu rrent peace talk lias 
alarmed the ho lders o f co rn, and there 
has been a price decline o f fro m 25 
cents to 40 cents per bu shel. The fact 
that the accu mu latio ns o f lo w priced 
co rn In the Argentine and So u th Afri­ 
ca wo u ld, u po n the advent o f peace 
and liberated shipping, beco me avail­ 
able to the Eu ro pean m arket has cre­ 
ated a great deal o f apprehensio n o n 
the part o f co rn ho lders. This decline 
has spread fear amo ng swine gro wers 
that a similar redu ctio n In the prices 
o f bo gs wo u ld natu rally fo llo w. Mo re­ 
o ver. the lo wer range o f co rn prices 
wo u ld, if inco rpo rated iu a 1340-1 ra­ 
tio , o bvio u sly resu lt in a co ntinu o u sly 
falling price fo r live ho gs.

prices and as a resu lt ru shed their 
ho gs to market In large nu mbers, and 
iliis o rershiptu ent lias added to and 
aggravated the decline.

ply o f ho gs has increased abo u t 8 per

event has been a failu re 
to maintain the Octo ber pri^m basis 
determined u po n at tire Septeirio er co n­ 
ference and u ndertaken by the pack' 
ers. 
Ano ther facto r co ntribu ting to 
the break in prices du ring the mo nth 
has been the influ enza epidemic; it 
has sharply cu rtailed co nsu mptio n o f 
po rk 
pro du cts and 
tempo rarily de­ 
creased the labo r staff o f the packers 
abo u t 25 per cent. 
The expo rts o f 130,000,000 po u nds 
o f po rk pro du cts fo r Octo ber co m­

su fficient to take u p the increase in 
ho g pro du ctio n, bu t u nfavo rable m ar­ 
ket co nditio ns existing in Octo ber af­ 
fo rd no fair index o f the aggregate 
su ppiv and demand. 
It mu st be evident that the eno r­ 
mo u s sho rtage in fats in the Central
